FORTUNES FOR SERVANTS 


Faithful Domestics Who Have Come 
Into Big Fortunes. 


It has been stated that the fortune 
af $3,000 with which the Misses 
Johen rewarded their ex-footman, Mr. 
trank Bradley, tor his services—and 
which formeu the subject of recent 
litigation—is the largest sum which 
las ever been bestowed upon an em- 
jloye by an employer. This, however, 
s scarcely correct. When, two years 
igo, tue will of Mr. Oscar Philippe, 
tae proprietor of the famous Cavour 
Kestaurant in Leicester Square, Lon- 
jon, was proved it was found that he 
tad left tne whole of his fortune of 
$490,000 to Mrs. Geo. Dale of Bourne- 
mouth, who, as Miss Julia Edmonds, 
ad actwi as his bookkeeper. 


Mrs. Dale had assisted Mr. Philippe | 


in his affairs for twenty-five years; 
and the story of how he acquired the 
famous restaurant is as rumantic as 
the story of his will. Mr. Philippe be- 
gan life as a waiter at the Cavour. 
it was but a little restaurant in those 
jays, though its frequenters were lib- 
eral in their tips, and it was not long 
before the genial French waiter be- 
came sole proprietor. Some time be- 
fore his death he was offered $600,000 
for the freehold, but the offer met with 
a courteous but firm refusal. The ex- 
Waiter prized the Cavour above every- 
thing, and would not have parted with 
it for double the price offered. 

Perhaps one of the most curious of 
bequests was that made by the late 
Mr. Alexander Fleming, a member of 
the famous firm of William Baird & 
Co., Scottish ironmasters, who died at 
the end of last year, and left an es- 
tate valued at $6,500,000. Mr. Flem- 
ing died a bachelor, leaving many 
thousands of pounds to Glasgow chari- 
ties, and the bulk of his fortune to 
nieces, nephews and personal friends. 
Amongst the latter he numbered a 
young gentleman who frequently en- 
tertained him in his sick hours by 
playing on the Scotch bagpipes, and 
who found himself rewarded with 
$50,000. 

When Lord Burton's will was prov- 
ed in March, 1909, it was found that 
he had left $200,000 in annuities to 
his servants; while for but two years’ 
service Mr. Fred 8. Westall, a coach- 
man and gardener, tound himself in 
November last the lucky possessor of 
a farm worth $35,000, left to him by 
his former master, the late Mr. Sid- 
ney Mervyn Meyrick. Westall entered 


Mr. Meyrick’s services only two years 
ago, but his master had known him 
for many years. He acted as valet 


and general help, as well as coachman 
and gardener. Mr. Meyrick came to 
look on Westall more as a companion 
than a valet, and finally showed his 
gratitude the manner mentioned 

A few years ago Mr. James Dick, a 
wealthy gutta-percha merchant of 
Clasgow, died and left no less than 
$500,000 for distribution amongst his 
employes. Bequests varied from $250 
to $25,000 to his cashier. These sums 
were irrespective of $10,000 to his 
cook, and $5,000 each to his only maid- 
servant, coachman, and gardener 

The late Lady Clarke, who left pro- 
perty to the value of $1,500,000, re- 
membered each of her servants in her 
will. Besides a large number of small- 
er gifts to her kitchen maids, she be- 
queathed to her personal maid a sum 
of $500 and an annuity of $2,500 a 
year for life 

So grateful

was Mrs. Sarah Ann Mann, who, when 
her master, Mr. John Adams, of Bed- 
ford, died last August, came into the 
whole of his property.

There is a world of truth in the old 
saying that misfortunes seldom come 


singly. Neither do disasters. For it 
was only a short time after the ter- 
rible Christmas fire disaster at Clap- 
ham Junction, London, Eng., that we 
heard France was devastated by 
floods. Then the Brighton express 
met with an accident, causing the loss 
of seven lives 

Many other disasters have followed 
each other with appalling suddenness 
In March, 1906, 1,228 persons were 
killed, over 2,000 injured, and thou- 
sands of homes destroyed by the Kagi 
earthquakes in Formosa, and in the 
next month came the San Francisco 
earthquake, in which the damage done 
amounted to over sixty million 


pounds, in additton to the loss of 
many lives 
In the following July there were 


twenty-seven people killed and eleven 
injured ta the wreck of the London 
and Southwestern boat express at Sal- 
isbury. 

Previeusly, the vear 1905 had been 
marked Le the collapse of the roof at 
Charing Crus Statian, which demol- 


| ished the Avenue Theatre, the loss of 


twenty-three lives in a Lanedshire and 
Yorks railway collision, a mishap to 
the Cromer express, involving ten 
deaths and injuries to thirty people, 
and the loss of the London and South- 


western steamer Hilda off St. Malo, 

where 128 lives were lost |

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NEW MINING 


REGULATIONS 


MINERAL LANDS WILL NOT BE 
ALIENATED 


Some Very Important Changes to be 
Made in Connection With Regula- 
tions Governing the Disposal of 
Mineral Rights—No Surface Rights 
with Petroleum Lands—For Ac- 
tual Operations Oniy. 


Ottawa.—The department of the in- 
terior has recently issued new regu- 
lations governing the disposal of min- 
eral rignts on government lands, the 
property of tne erown. 

‘Lne iands in quesvion are situated 
Manitoba, Alverta, Saskatchewan, 
tue North West Territories. The 

‘yirpose is to revive the regulations 
relative to all mineral rights but the 
specific subjects being dealt with at 
twis time reiate to petroleum, natural 
gas and tar-sand rights. 

The purpose in promulgating the 
new regulations is to conserve to the 
people of Canada their interest in the 
natural resources that remain in the 
control of the gove:nment while af- 
fording every opportunity and induce- 
ment for tne investment of capital 
in their actual development, 

In former times it was the policy of 
the government to dispose outright of 
mineral rights. Industrial develop- 
ment along such lines was in its in- 
cipiency and it was rgarded as 
proper and necessary that a broad 
iberality should be practised in or- 
der to encourage and foster the build- 
ing up of such industries. At that 
time land had but small value and as 
an added inducement to capital in- 
dividuals and corporations were per- 
mitted to acquire freehold rights to 
the surface on lands on which they 
undertook to develop mineral. 

But times have changed; the great 
tide of immigration of the last few 
years has given a vastly increased 
value to land and the encouragement 
so liberally extended to capital has 
had the effect of placing the develop- 
ment of the mineral resources of the 
country on a substantial footing. 
Hence the determination of the gov- 
ernment to inaugurate a new poligy 
for dealing with mineral rights, the 
modern pelicy of conservation. 

Formerly, when the surface had no 
great value, regulations were framed 
whereby the applicant for mineral 
rights was permitted to acquire both 
the surface and mineral rights upon 
the payment of a given sum per acre, 
As the demand for framing lands in- 
creased, the value of the surface of 
mineral lands was very greatly en- 
hanced, and under this inerease in 
the value of surface lands it in time 
came about that mineral rights were 
being acquired for the purpose of get- 
ting the surface. Instead of the sur- 
face being acquired as an incident to 
the mineral rights it became evident 
in many instances that ostensible 
mineral rights were merely being 
availed of to grab the surface. 

To meet this condition new regu- 
lations have been framed designed to 
segregate the mineral from the sur- 
face rights and introlucing the prin- 
ciple that mineral rights may only be 
acquired for actual operation, Under 
the former regulations the right to 
acquire the surface with the mineral 
rights applied to both col and petrol- 
eum lands with the differenes that 
whereas title to coal lands could be 
acquired upon the necessary pay- 
ments being made, title to petroleum 
lands could not be had until machin- 
ery was on the ground and a com- 
mercial flow of oil obtained. | The 
new regulations, made to apply to 
coal rights under lease subject to be- 
ing operated on demand. Tt was 
found, however, that the same condi- 
tions that had obtained with regard 
to coal lands were operating with re- 
spect to petroleum lends and to_pro- 
tect the publie interest the petroleum 
regulations are now being changed. 


Grain Coming to Canadian Ports 

Washington, D.C.—In what is be- 
lieved to be an effort to divert some 
of the export grain traffic, which usu- 
ally moves through Canada, to some 
of the Atlantic s-aports of the United 
States, the trunk Ines operating from 
Buffalo to the seaboard have filed re- 
ductions in their grain toriffs with 
the interstate commerce commission, 


The reductions will apply only to 
grain for export. 

Reductions have reeontly heen 
made on the Canadien lines, over 


which the commission has no juris- 
diction, and the rates filed by the 
American roads are to meet thet com. 
petition. 


Pictures for London 

Winnipeg.—So much interest is be- 
ing taken by Great Britain in the Ca- 
nadian Pacific plan of providing r-ady- 
made farms for selected families that 
the London Daily Mail hes sent over 
a special correspondent to deseribe the 
settlers and their daily lives, who is 
accompanied by a cinematograph op- 
erator, who will take pictures of the 
people on their farms which will be 
later displayed to London’s millions. 

Barrington Hope, the representative 
of the “Daily Mail,” says that the 
people of Britain cannot hear too 
much about Canada just now—they 
ure hungry for it. It is as interesting 
as Germany, but—in a different way. 


Enquiry Into Dread Disease of Cancer 

Washington, D.C.—President Taft 
sent to congress a message that may 
result in important developments in 
the study of the causes of cancer. The 
Syresident asks an appropriation of 
50,000 for a laboratory in which to 
-onduct investigations, and transmits 
the recommendations of the secretary 
of commerce and labor, the commis- 
sioner of fisheries and of Dr. M. E. 
Gaylord, director of the New York 
state cancer laboratory, for an in- 
ouiry into the cause of 
fishes. 


Irish-American Pilgrimage Off 

Dublin.—There is much disappoint- 
ment here over the apparent break- 
down of the proposed great Irish- 
American pilgrimage next summer. 
The hotel-keepers, who honed to reap 
the chief benefit, are without any de- 
finite information as to the present 
status of the affair.

United States Papers Say That They 
| Got the Worst of it—But Deal 
| Was Fair in General 


j Chicago.—The Washington  corre- 


|spondent of the Chicago Tribune thus 
refers to the trade treaty with 
Canada. 


The Canadian agreement is attack. 
ed by many tariff experts as a ‘“‘com- 
promise’ which extends most of the 
advantages to Canada. This view 
vigorously combated by the govern- 
ment officials. They declare the 
|United Stat-s has obtained all it 
could hope for from Canada in the 
way of tariff. concessions and that 
American trade will have a_ better 
opening in Canada now than at any 
time since the Canadian government 
adopted the protective tariff. 

In exchange for the minimum rate 
froin the United States Canada gives 
this country the “intermediate” rate 
on all goods which come under the 
miscellaneous, or omnibus, section of 


its tariff law, and on twelve specific) 


schedules. These new rates are the 
same as are given to France under the 
terms of the new French Canadian 
tanff. 

The reduced rates apply only 
$5,000,000 of the $18,000,000 export 
trade which the United States enjoys 
with the dominetion. The American 
tariff officials assert, however, that on 
practically all the rest of the trade 
the lower rates given by Canada to 
France do not carry any menace for 
the American commerce. The com- 
petition of the French goods will be 
so slight that there will be no actual 
| discrimination against American 
trade.

Cure of Wheat Sickness Discovered 

Fargo, N. D.—After experimenting 
for the last thirteen years Prof. H. F. 
Boley, of the University of North Da- 
kota, discoverer of flax sickness and 
‘cure which has rejuvenated the fields 
of Russia and the older parts of the 

Inited States, announced that he has 
|discovered the five distinct types of 
parasites which cause the various va- 
rieties of wheat sickness. This sick- 
ness has made lands seemingly berren 
throughout the world and is gradually 
choking the pro rata of crops in the 
present wheat growing countries. The 
‘experiments have been conducted on 


a plot of land reserved for years at the; 


site of the Agricultural college, half a 
mile west of Fargo. 

Prof. Boley says the fungi resemble 
in shape and in reaction on plant life 
the tuberculosis germs which afflict 
human life, but that the cure is far 
easter, being nothing less than a cor- 
rect rotation of crops, being 
clover, corn and potatoes, until tests 
of Jands show the absence of the para- 
site fungi. 


Prof. Boley says the five fungi came | 


to afflict the world’s soils from the 
same unknown cause which gave birth 
to the human tuberculi, and that they 
were cerried by water and wind, and 
especially blown straw in threshing 
time, farther and farther ovt over the 
world until they are now threatening 
to throttle the world’s supply of wheat 
and bread 


When Salt Sea Rolled Over Prairie 
Calgary.—The Celgary Natural Gas 
company, efter boring 3,700 feet for 
gus, has suddenly and unexpectedly 
come upon salt water. Though this 
was unexpected it brings to mind the 
fact that that depth is just a little be- 
low the sea level. In the countless 
yeers ago this part of the world was 
covered by the sea. The well caved

He believes 
thet while it might be well to go in 
i.r the poorer horse when land was 
chean, that now that land has so 
greatly inereased in price, that the 
wise horseman has got to handle the 
better animal, 

Mr. Lane’s foreman, Mr. Flemming, 
who has charge of all his horses, will 
vo to France in a few weeks and bring 
oevt this excellent band of pure 
breds, 


Homesteads Open in Fort Churchill 

Winnipeg. — Homesteads are now 
open for entry in tne Fort Churchill 
townsite und vicinity on Hudson Bey. 

A. F. Crowe, assistant Dominion 
land agent says: ‘The Winnipeg land 
district now includes the surveyed 
lands in the Fort Churchill townsite 
and vicinity on Hudson Bay and the 
depertment has authorized the Win- 
nipeg land office to accept applications 
for entry from squatters or other per- 
sons whose right of entry has been 
‘recognized by the head office. This 
course only relates to lands that have 
been surveyed. The whole tract 
question remains under reservation as 
to minerals but 
‘will be eecepted therein at present. 
William Beech who has been living at 
Fort Churchill for some years past was 
the first person to be granted an entry 
by the Dominion government.” 


London Capitalists Buying Coal Lands

thorized,

Favor Compensation 

Ottawa.—During the discussion on 
Hon. Sydney Fisher's amendment to 
the meat and canned food act, several 
members on both sides of the house 
favored government compensation for 
animals destroyed under orders of gov- 
ernment inspectors. 

Mr. Owen, of East Northumberland, 
declared that tuberculosis animals 
were being slaughtered every day and 
sold to people as sound meat. 

George H, Bradbury, of Selkirk, de- 
claured that cold storage had increased 
the cost of living. Provisions were 
held in cold storage, unreasonably 
long and market prices controlled. He 
advocated framing a Dominion law 
whereby goods when they went into 
cold storage sheuld be dated and 
ordered to be sold within a certain 
time. 


Kitchener Did Not Resent Criticism 

San Francisco.—With his usual in- 
cisiveness , Lord Kitchener de: ied the 
story thet criticism of his work had 
ed him to cut Canada out of his 
itinerary. 

“Important business at home,” he 
anid, “is the sole reason of my not 
goings to Canada. Any statement cred- 
ited to General Otter, Chief of the 
General Staff of Canada, criticising 
my ability to install improvements in 
Canadian defences, did not influence 
me to “hang” my rule of travel. I 
intended to visit Canada until import- 
ant business in England made it ne- 
cessery for me to cut down my home- 
ward itinerary. For that reason I will 
go direct to New York and thence to 
Liverpool. I wili leave New York no 
later than April 16.” 


Cruisers to Arrive in June 
Ottawa.—The Rainbow and Niobe, 
the cruisers forming the nucleus of the 
Cenadian navy, are expected to come 
out to Canada about the end of June, 


according to the latest advices _re- 
ceived at the marine department. The 
Rainbow is still in the dockyard, It 


is stated that some necessary changes 
to make the ship suitable for training 
purposes will be made only when the 
money is voted by parliament. The 
Nionve will be ready to conie out soon 
after the parliamentary appropriation 
for the purchase is ratified, She will 
be stationed et Halifax, and the Rain- 
bow on the Pacitic coast. 


Negroes on the Way to Edmonton 

Winnipeg.—Parties of colored set- 
tlers for the west are arriving over the 
Great Northern every day. These peo- 
ple are coming from the Southern 
States and ere arriving in parties of 
twenty and thirty. They are going up 
to settle in the Maidstone and Edmon- 
ton districts. A party of about thirty 
arrived the other morning and they 
were a happy-looking crowd, 

These people are very well off, and 
from all reports they are very indus- 
trious. 


Washington.—A limit should be put 
on the use of cold storage for the pur. 
pose of ma'nteining or advancing 
prices artificially is the judgment of 
the senate cost of living committee. 
Chairman Lodge introduced in the 
senate a bill to meet this recommen- 
dation.

Martin, formerly 
prime minister of British Columbia, 
who is now a member of parlament 
for East St. Pancras, told 3,000 Eng- 
lishmen at the Whitefields tabernacie 
recently, that English) land ought to 
be taxed on the basis of what it could 
be sold for in Canada and not as at 
present, on the basis of the rent.

Martin went on to 
say that it was undesirable that Ca- 
nadians should come here begging for 
titles and suggested a heavy import 
duty on titles to be taken in Canada.

Hawes Sues Clark and J. K. Cornwall 
Edmonton,—Acting in accordance 
with the instructions received from 
Alfred Hawes, of Toronto, Geo. B. 
Henwood of the firm of Henwood & 
Harrison, has issued the expected 
writ to secure partnership interest in 
the Alberta and Greot Waterways. 
Defendants in the case are W. R. 
Clark, president of the company; J. 
K. Cornwall, M. P. P.; Geo. D. 
Minty, Canada We:t Construction, 
Athabasca Roilway Co., and Alberta 
and Great Waterways Railway Co. 
Hawes claims he has a sixth interest 
in the charter rights of the Athabasca 
@o., now the Great Waterways and 
seeks a declaration to the effect that 
he should have one sixth profits on 
the sale of the bonds. He wants 
from Cornwall an accounting of all 
profits made by him in connection 
with the said sale. Mr. Hawes also 
asks for an injunction restraining the 
defendants from receiving or disburs- 
ing any of the proceeds of the sale of 
the Great Waterways bonds. His 
claim is for a quarter of a million 
dollars. 
Canada Will Have Silver Dollar Coins 

Ottawa.—Caneda is to have in the 
near future a silver dollar, a coin sim- 
ilar to the one known in the United 
States as a “cart wheel.’’ In the com- 
mons recently Hon. Mr. Fielding gave 
notice of an amendment to the coin- 
age act, providing for the manutac- 
ture of these dollers. 

Mr. Blain brought to the attention 
of the minister that there was in cir- 
culation a lot of worn and defaced 
coinage. He thought the banks should 
be instructed to take these coins out of 
circulation, 

Mr. Fielding said that there was al- 
ready an understanding with the 
banks that these coins should be taken 
from circulation.

“An arrangement has been com- 
pleted under the terms of which the 
Canada Cement Co., Ltd., will be re- 
organized and a new company formed 
which will be controlled by the Canada 
Cement Company, the latter company 
furnishing the capital to ensure the 
success of the new western company. 
A few matters remain to be completed 
and time will be required before the 
arrangement can be finally given ef- 
fect to.” 


Rushing in Horses 

Winnipeg.—The largest importation 
of horses from the Fast into Western 
Canada has taken place within’ the 
last three mouths. Since the first of 
the year over 14,000 horses have passed 
through Winnipeg for the West. This 
establishes « record which is far be- 
yond anything previously made, Over 
9 carloads went through the other day 
bound for different points. 

The influx of settlers still continues, 
Recently 200 cars of settlers’ effects 
nassed through the Winnipeg yards. 
Several of these were from across the 
border, and they brought in some very 
good stock with them.

SHORTAGE OF MEN IN THE 
PRAIRIE PROVINCES 


It is Believed that Twelve Thousand 
Farm Laborers Could Easily Find 
Employment on the Prairies— 
Shortage is Most Acute in Mani- 
toba, and is the Least Felt in the 
Province of Alberta. 


Winnipey.—A famine of agricultural 
labor is facing the farmers of Western 
Canada at the present time as one of 
the results of the phenomenal develop- 
ment of the country. Despite the 
heavy iinmigration the shortage seems 
to be increasing rather than diminish- 
ing, as very many of the new comers 
at once locate on homesteads of their 
own and in a short time become em- 
ployers of labor. Heretofore many of 
the farmers have depended upon the 
Dominion Government immigration of- 
ficials to supply their requirements for 
experienced and inexperienced help, 
but so acute is the situation this year 
that it is far beyond the resources of 
the department to cope with it. 


The commissioner of immigration 
estimates from letters on file in his 
office, that no less than 7,000 farm 


hands are required in the prairie pro- 
ivnees. Manitoba, Saskatchewan and 
Alberta, and figuring on a compara- 
tie basis, it is probably that 10,000 
or even 12,000 can find immediate 
employment. The shortage most 
acute in Manitoba and is least felt in 
Alberta as that province has not yet 
reached the same stave of agricu.tural 
development as the two sister prov- 
inces. Hundreds of men have been 
sent out, but they seem to be swallow- 
ed up without appreciably reducing 
| the demand. 
To Study America 

London,.—Canada and the United 
States will make the acquaintance this 
sununer of several British university 
students travelling under the auspices 
of the central bureau for the interna- 
tional interehange of students. 

This bureau was opened lately in 
London, The president is Lord Strath- 
cona, high commissioner for Canada; 
the honorary treasurer is Lord Brs 
sey, and the chairman of the executive 
committee, Sir Charles Eliot The 
students will hold travelling scholar- 
ships worth $575 each, entitling them 
to instruction at Chicago, Boston, New 
York, Philadelphia, Pittsburg and 
Canadian centres of learning, from 
Montreal to Vancouver. 


The object of the enterprise is to 
increase the students’ efficiency as 
citizens. The studies embrace  gov- 


ernment, religious life, manufacturing, 
agriculture, edueation, social move- 
ments, and immigration, Persons who 
are not university students will be per- 
mitted to join the scholarship parties 
if they pay their own expenses. 

The seholers and principalships are 


provided by the lesding universities 
of Great Britain. The bureau is ar- 
renging tours for the students and 


educated men through Canada and the 
‘west coast of America, Everything ne- 
cessary will be supplied at the lowest 
possible cost, 

Lord Strathcona and his associates 
desire to have a counterpart of the 
London bureau opened in an Ameri- 
ean centre, with a view to sending 
American and Canadian students to 
the leading seats of culture in Great 
Britain and Ireland, Behind the vari- 
ous specific objects of these inter- 
changes will be the large general pur- 
pose of liberating educated minds from 
the nerrow prejudices of unenlighten- 
ed nationalities, 


Unionists Explain the Rush to Canada 

London.—The tariff. reform press 
here is devoting columns to the emi- 
gration rush from Livernool, which 
they describe as a “flight from free 
trade.”’ Col, Dennison has cabled that 
he is sending two more Empire mes- 
sengers fo preach Colonial preference.

"THE SUNDAY SCHOOL 


| LESSON 111.—SECOND QUARTER, 
i FOR APRIL 17, 1910 

Text of the Lesson, Matt. xi, 1-19. 
| Memory Verses, 4, 5—Golden Text, 
John v, 36—Commentary Prepared 
by Rev. D. M. Stearns. 

After the commission of last lesson 


both Jesus and His Gisciples departed 
and went through the towns preaching 


the gospel and healing everywhere. 
See verse 1, with Mark vi, 12, 15; Luke 
x, 6. We may imagine the resuit from 
such a passage us Matt. iv, 24. In 
Luke vii, 16-18, we read that after 
Jesus raised the widow's son to life 


the people glorified God, saying that a 
great prophet is risen up among us 
and that God hath visited His people. 
And this rumor of Him went forth 
throughout all Judea and throughout 
all the region roundabout. And the 
disciples of John showed him of all 
these things. This explains how, ac- 
cording to verse 2 of our lesson, John 
heard in the prison the works of 
Christ. We learn from chapter xiv 
that John was put in prison because 
he had fearlessly rebuked sin in high 
places, a dangerous thing to do if one's 
own comfort is considered when the 
powers that be are in league with the 
devil. So Micaiah, son of Imla, found 
it when for speaking the truth he was 


put in prison and fed on the bread 
and water of affliction. Zechariah, son 


of Jehoieda, was stoned to death be- 
cause he testified that the people were 
in trouble because they had forsaken 
the Lord (II Chron. xv 26 ; 
20, 21). The hatred of the world, how- 
ever, is not strange, for the devil is 
the god of this age, and he is the great 
adversary of God and man. But when 
one is suffering for righteousness’ sake 
and our God, whose we are and whom 
we serve, seems not to hear us and 
sendy no deliverance then it becomes 
very perplexing to any but the strong- 
est faith. See Joseph as slave and 
prisoner, Martha and Mary with a 
sick and dying brother and John the 
Baptist seemingly neglected and for- 
gotten. In reply to John’s question 
by his two disciples Jesus in that same 
hour wrought many miracles and said 
to the messengers, ‘‘Go and shew John 
again those things which ye do hear 
and see’ (verses 3-6; Luke vii, 29, 21). 
He also said as much as “Do not be 
offended, John, if I do not come to see 
you, and do not think it strange if I 
do not release you."’

What His Majesty Has to Do After 
an Election. 


The first thing a reigning sovereign) 
does in Great Britain, after the { 
claration of the result of a general, 
election is to select his Premier. The 
choice resta with him entirely, amd, 
if he is so minded, he may choose 
some insignificant member from 8lo-' 
cum on-the-Sea. But, of course, he 
does no such thing. He invariably 
sends for the natural leader of the 
party having a majority in the Com 
mons, end asks him to accept the re: 
sponsibility of Premiership 

If this acceptance is forthcoming, 
His Majesty requests his visitor to 
form a Ministry. This takes, as a 
rule, but a few days to accomplish. 
As Mr. Bagehot used to say, there are 
always some men in the party who 
cennot be left out and some who 
cannot be included. When the Prime 
Minister has constructed his Cabinet 
the result is officially announced in 
the “London Gazette,”” and the 
names printed of the members who 
hive been appointed to preside over 


the various great departments of 
state 

When a party goes out of power, 
His Majesty the King is personally 
eod very materially affected. He 


finds, in the event of a change in 
popular opinion, the people he has 
for years ben accustomed to have 
ebout him summarily dismissed, and 
new officers, of the political convic- 
tions of the predominant party, in- 
stelled in their places. Not only may 
changes take place in such impor- 
tant posts as those of the King’s Pri- 
vate Secretary, Treasurer of the 
Household, ete., but even among 
much lesser lights. 

This may appear hard, but there is 
“method in the madness.”’ Nobody 
ern help being influenced by his or 
her surroundings. Queen Anne, for 
instanes, was completely under the 
sway of Serah Jennings, Duchess of 
Mr borough, and Mistress of the 
Robes. This lady decided everything 
for her mistress, from questions of 
state to the cut of a gown or the 
color of a ribbon; and it grew te be a 
common saying that “Queen Anne 
reigns, but Queen Sarah governs.”
